This circu- 
lar gives the reports of a number of 
these tests, the final result in. eack 
case being given in the form of the 
cost of fuel for raising water thirty 
feet to cover one acre of ground to a 
depth of eighteen inches. Under va- 


cost varies from % cents to $8.60. 
Tests showed that with a lift of forty 
feet, efficiency increased as the pump 
was placed nearer the water supply. 

Reports fifteen pusnping plants 
show an average depth of 124 feet of 
water applied at an average cost of 
% per acre, Gross crop returns from 
twenty-four orchards irrigated with 
water suppiled from pumping plants 
averaged $1.36 per acre. 

Measurements of losses of water by 
evaporation were carried on at Tulare, 
Pomouna and Calexico. The total for 
twelve months at Tulare was 76.68 
inches, at Pomona 66.62 inchcs, and at 
Calexico 108.23 inches. At each place 
the greatest evaporation occurred dur- 
ing June, July and August. Water 


}] with a temperature of 89 deg. lost al- 


snost ten times as much as water main- 
tained at a temperature of 5 deg. 
Much less water is lost by evaporation 
when it is applied in deep furrows, and 
the greatest loss came from applying 
water to the surface. 

The relative merits of irrigated and 
unirrigated fruit are discussed. The 
general conclusion is that irrigated 
fruits are superior in quality, are bet- 
ter for canning and for drying.

Those various elements sapped 
strength of the majority until Premier 
Combes found himself confronted by a 
rebellion in his own ranks, His speech 
in closing the three days’ debate on the 
policy of the government was a vehe- 
ment defense of his ministry and a 
denunciation of his detractors. 

The Premier referred to the calum- 
nies which had not spared his white 
hair. He wished to complete the work 
against the religious associations and 
if the Ministry were retained he said 
it would proceed to consider the in- 
come tax and workingmen’s pensions,

‘Moore's 
placer claims, and with several com- 

nions, had laid a trap to take Moore's 
fe.

Though facing a life this 
man did net tet master 
him.

A certain element, repre- 
senting the worst felons in the prison, 
had decided to engineer the proceed- 
ings, and before entering the library 
had selected a chairman, a secretary 
and a committee of five, and, as Moore 
puts it. theese usurping fs were at 
the table even before all the prisoners 
were seated, the secretary with pencil 
and paper in hand ready to release ev. 
ery life-termer in prison by the stroke 
of his pencil. 

Moore and his order-loving aasoci- 
ates, who are striving by good conduct 
to earn their liberty, made no protest, 
knowing it would be useless. One pris- 
oner presented a resolution requesting 
the legislators to make a thirty-years’ 
service with good canduct the limit for 
life-termers, while another shoved for- 
ward a resolution “demanding” that 
the limit be twenty-five years, and 
while they were wrangling over these 
two resolutions the time limit set upon 
their meeting arrived and they were 
foreed to adjourn until another week.

The notorious chairman bolted the 
meeting, followed by about twenty-five 
others, and as the door swung to be- 
hind the last.to leave, Moore requested 
those remaining to be seated, and when 
order had been restored, he read to 
them his ideas of how they should pro- 
ceed. He had excerpts from the letters 
received from minent statesmen 
and others, alid presented a resolution 
people of California through 
the medium of the Legislature,” which 
was later printed in circular form and 
mailed broadcast. 

On the occasion of that meeting the 
charter roli contained seventy-eight 
rames. There are now ninety-four 
members, other than Chinese, of whom 
there are twenty-six, whose con- 
duct records make then qualified for 
membership. In order to become a 
member of the society. one must be 4 
life-termer, must have a good record, 
and lastly, must take a pledge to con-

This, then, is the history of the 
movement. which is soon to be taken 
up with all seriousness by the State 
Legislature, and the fairness of the 
prisoners in their efforts to deal with 
the subject is readily seen in the argu- 
ments a& put forth by J. Wess Moore. 
The section of the Penal Code which 
the prisoners are striving so hard to 
amend provides that the prison di- 
rectors “may” parole life-term prison- 
ers after seven years’ confinement, but 
a prisoner to obtain his parole under 
these conditions must deposit with the 
prison directors $25 in coin, must clothe 
himself from head to foot, must have 
promise of ssaeiens. must pay for 
} cost of advertising his intention to ap- 
ply for.parole. all of which must be 
done before the prison directors wil) 
hear his applicati®n for parole. 

THE SUGGESTED AMENDMENT. 

The amendment proposed is to set a 
limit of years of good behavior as the 
purchase price of freedom, and make 
ft the imperative duty of the prison di- 
rectors to release prisoners who are en- 
* titled to parole. As the law now is, 
Lut twe out of every ten convicis can 
take advantage of ft on 
‘poverty and their -friendiess condition, 
and even hed a prisoner the necessary 
money and employment, the Board of 
Prison Directors could turn his appli- 
cation down. which is frequently done, 
as none of the board cares to assume 
which is only Bat- 
vra 

Moore, who has studied this problem 
of paroles very theroughty, offers a 
reasonable solution. He says: “I Kriow 
no. better authority by which to judge 
a prisoner than his life prior to con- 
viction, cause of crime and conduct in 
priecon. The prison officials, the prison 
records and the, commitment papers 
should be the whole court in hearing a 
a prisoner's petition. for clemency. 
trial courts should be made to trans- 
mit with the prisoner all the data ob- 
tainable for and against him, to be 
kept with the other prison records, and 
the prison wthorities would then have 
before them the full history of a priv- 
oner’s care when his petition for narole 
is brought up for consideration.’ 

Some who are inierested in this 
prison-reform movement believe that 
gradation. based upen mortality rec- 
ords, should be adopted to even fin thee 
difference ages of prisoners seeking 

parden or parole. but Moore argues 
®that if a prisoner 59 years old earus 
his freedom by good conduct during 
twenty years or thirty years of servi- 
tude a younger man should have a like 
privilege. 

FINDS FRIENDS. 
Canviet Moore has found friends 
among students of criminology in Los 
Angeles county, who believe that some 
such system of parole and reform as 
he proposes will be better for the State 
than building

ROOMING-HOUSE KEEPERS CLAIM 
THEY'RE ABUSED. 


Say Increase of Rent Charge by 
Landiords and the New “Sonus” 
Racket are Eating up All the Profits 
and Ruining the Business—Houses 
Multiplying. 


Have the moneyed men of Los An- 
geles discovered in rooming-houses and 
lodging-houses of this ¢ity a field of 
profitableness which excells a Goldfield 
ora Tonopah? It would seem so, from 
the remarkabie multiplying of this sor; 
«* buildings shown by the past year's 
records. And there appeara to be no 
diminution at the beginning of the 
‘rew year: but theughtful persons are 
pausing to consider where the activi- 
ties will extend, and what will be the 
result at the present pace. 

The resuit to be expected from the | 
constant increate in the numbers of 
rooming-houses would” be to lessen 
rents, and to give to a person of lim- 
ited ‘ans the opportunity of housing 
in a » Modern building, furnished 
with all ‘conveniences. at a modest 
price. 

Alas, for the man with a alain sink | 
The rents, instead of diminishing in 
price, have steadily mounted upwards. 
urtil the price for an ordinarily com- 
fortable' room is sometimes found to 
be a burden to the laborer whose wages 
huve not materially increased during 
the past year. 

The “rapacity” of the rooming-house 
managers is blamed for this condition 
by those who do not look below the 
surface; but the “effect,’

Tt is the of the buildings 
themselves who are responsible for the 
incrensed prices; and it is feared by 
persons who are in a position to keep 
their fingers on the pulse of the room- 
ing-house business that unless a more 
liberal system of leasing prevaiis there 
must inevitabiy be empty houses, sorry 
and a decline in values. 

The managers of the rooming-housés 
‘laim that they are nding it exceed- 
ingly difficu, to make ends meet on ac- 
count of the rent demanded by the 
owners. In many cases, indeed, it is 
claimed the balance has been on the 
wrong side of the ledger: and within 
the t month there have been sev- 
eral foreclosures on unfortunates who 
could not keep up the enormous ex- 
penses. Fwo such cases have occurred 
within the past week. 

_ Only a few years ago the owners of 
bulldings were willing to accept from 
managers of rooming-houses a rate of 
rental that amounted to from $3 to $5 
rer vacant room in first-class locali- 
ties, and this was considered a fair 
rate to charge the tenant. This rate 
has steadily advanced from year to 
year until $6 and $7 is getting to be 
the common price, and? in some cases $8 
ame $9 a room are exacted by the own-

STRAWBERRIES. 


‘NO EASTERN SHIPMENTS MADE, 
STRONG LOCAL DEMAND. 


a Record Crop in April-—fastern 
Florida Crop. 


Not a strawberry is being shipped 
out of Los Angeles to the eastern mar- 
kets and there is not enough of the 
luscious fruit to supply the focal de- 
mand. Growers are erying for warm 
sunshine to bring the flush to the meat, 
darken the seeds and develop the sugar 
within. Fancy berries are ranging 
from 12 to 15 cents a box and poor 
grades are selling slow at any price. 

“No strawberries will be shipped 
East before the middle.of April from 
present indications,” said A. L. Mar- 
tin of Marston & Martin yesterday. 
“The berries that are coming in are of 
iarge size, but lack the color and the 
flavor for want of sunshine. However, 
the moisture will have its effect later 
on and I believe that Southern Califor- 
nia will have the greatest strawberry 
crop from April on that it has ever 
known. I should say that the Trop- 
ico crop, which is a big Ggure in the 
market, will be at least 20 per cent. 
higher. Raspberries are bringing 2% 
cents a box and 90 per cent. of the sup- 
ply is coming from E. H. Ashley of 
Orange. who is known as ‘the rasp- 
berry curiosity,” marketing his fruit 
ftom October.to May by some secret of 
his own that other growers cannot dis- 
cover. mn the regular raspberry 
crop comes in June, Ashley drops out.”

Inasmuch as the President must bear 
the responsibility, it is certainly no 
more than fair that he should have all 
the authority needed to enable him to 
carry the work through successfully. 
Therefore, it will be only just and 
reasonable for Congress to graft the 
requests and adopt the suggestions 
contained in the message sent to that 
body, accompaniel by a letter from 
mney tary Taft relating to Panama af- 
airs. 

The President's contention (based on 
the report of Secretary Taft.) that the 
board of construction, consisting of 
seven members, is larger than is nec- 
essary, appears to be reasonable. The 
old saying, to the effect that “in a mul- 
titude of councilors there is wisdom” 
may be true in some respects, but it 
does not, perhaps, apply so well to the 
building of a great ship canal as does 
the other old saw which Jeclares that 
“too ‘many cooks spoil the broth.” The 
President's idea is that the board of 
seven members is “inelastic and 
clumsy,” and that it should be reduced 
to five, or preferably to three mem- 
bers. “The general pla for the 
work,” he declares, “must be agteed 
upon with the aid of the best engineers 
of the country, Who should act as an 
advisory or consulting body;” also that 
“the consulting engineers should not 
be put on the commission;"’ that the 
latter should be “used only as an exec- 
utive instrument for the exec- 
utive and administrative work:;” and 
that “the actual work of executing the 
general plans agreed upon by the 
commission, after receiving the con- 
clusions of the advising engineers, 
must be done by an engineer-in-chief, 
and we now have an excellent engi- 
neer.” The President therefore con- 
siders it inadvisable to restrict the 
Executive's choice of commissioners to 
representatives of the army and navy. 

While the President is doubtless 
right in his plea for greater freedom 
of action on the part of the Chief Exec- 
utive, it is also an undobuted fact 
that within the Engineer Corps of the 
army and navy he can find as good 
material for the canal commission as 
anywhere, and it would seem that 
every member of the commission, es- 
pecially if it be reduced to three, 
should be familiar with engineering 
work of the kind that will be required 
in the construction of the canal. 

The President evinces an intention to 
earry forward the werk of construct- 
ing the canal in a businesslike way, 
and as expeditivusly as possible. That 
he will be given « free hand by means 
of appropriate legislation on the part 
of Congress, is hardly to be doubted.

If Fishback is com- 
pelled to testify against this young 
man he will do so with great reluct- 
ance. I have received a most pitiful 
letter from the father of Baurmann, 
saying that his son had the best of 
training and care, and that if restored 
to him he will again ‘eive the same 
care as of old.”

An aitempt is being made by local 


labor “leaders” to create sympathy 
for the sixty-four men who, some days 
ago, quit their jobs with the South- 
ern California Hardware and Manu- 
facturing Company. The object is 
to raise funds, ostensibly for the sup- 
port of the strikers, but they will find 
little sympathy, even in the ranks of 
union labor, and the agitators will 
find little money wherewith to create 
a “fund.” 

The strike was the result of a no- 


tiee by the company to the men, stat- 


ing that the mill would be run nine 
hours and the rates that would be 
paid the men. The men, in a com- 
munication to the company, said they 
would not work except on the old 
eight-hour basis, and at the wages 
they had been getting. The company 
had made the new arrangement sim- 
ply to meet competition and proposed 
to stand by it. Thte strike followed. 

The strikers are dmong those who 
do not know when they are well off. 
They had been getting time and half 
for overtime, and double time for 
holidays under the eight-hour sched- 
ule, but under the new one the com- 
pany will pay out a good deal more 
money in wages than formerly. With 
the nime-hour plan in operation, how- 
ever, the output of the mill will be 
greater. 

The places of the discontented men 


| have been filled by others whom the 


company proposes to retain, and the 
Strikers are now left to chew the 
cud of a bitter experience. It may, 
however, be the best thing for them; 
and it should algo serve.to show 
them how little unionism can do for 
them. 

Another telling lesson of tow 
unionism fails in time of adversity 
was given in New York a few days 
ago. Five months ago, two thous- 
and members of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters struck at the in- 
stance of walking delegates, after re- 
fusing to sign an arbitration agree- 
ment with contractors to run for a 
year. Tae men were getting $4.50 
per day at the time, and work in 
abundance was assured for the sum- 
mer, fall and winter. Vast Monday 


the strikers were glad to return to 


work unconditionally. But before 
they awoke to their folly, they had 
been deserted by the unions, whose 
leaders had promised to support them 
to the “bitter end;" the treasury was 
exhausted, no strike money had been 
distributed for two weeks, and the 
men and families had suffered from 
actual freezing and starvation. The 
only issue was arbitration, and when 
the union men refused to sign, the 
employers immediately egaged others 
who would. Instead of $4.50 a day, 


the men for five months received only 


$6—and many of them have large fam- 
flies. If. some. union workmen will 
learn in no other way than through 


experience the hollowness of union-- 
ism, an experience like this one ought 


to be sufficient.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—The 
Journeymen Barbers’ Union is going 
through the farce of “investigating” 
its secretary, Joseph Bleily, who had 
charge of the funds of the union, and 
was found short in his accounts, as 
recorded in my letter two or three 
weeks ago. An expert was put to work 
on Bleily’s books, and he reported that 
money which had been collected for 
the union wag unaccounted for by the 
secretary. The expert was of the 
opinion that Bleily had pocketed the 
funas of the union, and had even taken 
the money which was in the sick fund. 
The janitor of the building in which 
the union held its meetings also com- 
plained because he had not received 
his pay for more than a year. It was 
found that Bleily was responsible for 
this also, but the union decided that 
this was a personal debt between 
Bleily and the janitor and cut that 
out of consideration. 

Bleily then tried to cut down his 
shortage by technicalities. He ad- 
mitted that he used the funds of the 
union, but claimed that as the debt 
to the janitor was a personal matter 
between him and the janitor, so also 
was the funds due the sick members 
of the union. That fund was in his 
care and if he did not pay it over to 
the beneficiaries that was a matter 
for them to take up in a civil suit. 
Bleily also claimed that the meeting 
at which the committee was appointed 
to investigate him was illegal. 

One of Bleily’s strongest champions 
is John J: Calish, who has a record 
of his own. Calish was at one time 
a State Barber Examiner, and at one 
time lived in Los Angeles. He was 
also a ty assessor in San Fran- 
cisco, and it is understood profited 
greatly thereby. With Calish’s assist- 
ance Bleily expects to be fully exon- 
oe by his union and restored to 
his position without a blemish on his 
character 


BRICKLAYERS’ GRAFT. 
The Bricklayers’ Union has caught

enormous. I never figured it out, but 
I will as soon as I have time.” 
The story of Mr. Pearson’s rise to 
sudden power must almost take one’s 
breath away. It is the kind of thing 
that happens sometimes in the United 
States, but is not supposed to happen 
In slower England. It began soon 
after the Pearson boy had come out 
of that historic public school, Win- 
chester, which ranks with Eton as a 
preparatory school for Oxford and 
Cambridge, and which does far more 
to fit boys to live on other people's 
money than to make their way for 
themselves. “No boy is so badly 
equipped for his future,” said Mr. 
Pearson, “as the English public school 
doy. When I was in Winchester, 
three-quarters of an hour a week was 
all that was given to modern lian- 
quages, whereas two-thirds of my 
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time had to be devoted to getting a 
superficial knowledge of Latin and 
Greek that was never of any real 
use to me,.so far as I have been able 
to see. The English public school 
boy was in my day taught almost 
nothing he needs to know, and a rich 
assortment of things he doesn’t need 
to know.” 

Pearson pére was a country clerzy- 
man, and was takins the finishing of 
his boy’s education in hand himself 
when the youth amused his family 
one day by announcing that he was 
going in for a competition started for 
circulation-making pur for a 
penny weekly called Tit-Bits. Who- 
ever turned in the best answers to a 
weekly series of ten questions for 
thirteen weeks was to have a job on 
the staff of the paper at $10 a week— 
providing he seemed likely to be 
worth the money. 
WAS TO HAVE BEEN A PARSON. 

“[ was supposed to be going into 
the church,” said Mr. Pearson, when 
I talked with him about this turning- 
point in life. “My grandfather was 
a clergyman. My father was a cler- 
gyman. My father had five sisters, 
and four of them married the curate 
—not the same curate! So, of course, 
1 was supposed to be going in for the 
church, but I did not care Ter the 
idea. I just happened to hear of this 
competition thing, and went in for it 
becauso I had a great liking for gen- 
eral information, being of an inquir- 
ing turn of mind. Every week when 
Tit-Bits came out I  bicycied thirty 


‘miles from my father’s house to con- 


sult reference books in the county li- 
brary at Bedford. That made a six- 
ty-mile round trip, and made every- 
body laugh at me. All my’ people 
thought me very stupid.” ~ : 
There were over 3000 competitors 
and the Pearson boy came out ahead 
with 414 marks, the next competitor 
getting 262. When he turned up at 
the office of the Tit-Bits, he found 
that no special work had been set 
apart for him other than to draw his 
salary. It is significant that he 
promptly found work for himself. 
Whenever any department was 
short-handed, there was Pearson fit- 
ting himself into it. At the end of 
six months be had acted as wnder- 
study tc about everybody in the of- 
fice, and knew al! the details of man- 
agement. Then the proprietor and 
the manager bad a row, and who 
should turn up promptly with an ap- 
plication for the position but the new 


clerk, who had just 
nineteenth birthday!

I am 
in no great hurry, but I must try for 
myself.’ And so I did.” 

It’s no use going on with the rest 
of the Pearson career. Whoever 
reads this Tit-Bit page of it can cor 
struct the rest of it for himself, for 
it is all off the same piece. It is 
worth while to stop for a moment, 
however, totell oneor two stories of 
the foundation of Pearson's Weekly. 
The young man had it pretty well 
sketched out in his mind before he 


had been out of the T!t-Bits office for 
twenty-four hours. He spent the 
pext four weeks traveling about the 
country visiting news agents and 
scribbling copy on his knee in the 
train. He got $15,000 capital on the 
strength of the reputation he had 
made with Tit-Bits, and came out 
with the first number of Pearson’s 
Weekly, most of which he had writ- 
ten himself, just one month and two 
the time he had ieft 


It was the same kind of paper as 
Tit-Bits, but was alive with all sorts 


the whole of his capital. It was a 
critical moment for the young Sditor, 
Dut hustle did it, and in a few days 
he had his supporter paid off in full 
and the necessary new capital 
raised. 


A TOOSUCCESSFUL SCHEME. 

Another episode in the career of 
Pearson's Weekly arose from the pro- 
prietor’s invention of the “missing- 
word” competition, which popped into 
his mind one day when he was cor- 
recting a proof and trying jo guess 
what word it was that had been left 
out of a sentence. “Why not print 
the paragraph as it is,” said he to 
himself, “and let the readers guess 
the word, sending in a shilling each 
with the clipping from the paper, with 
the understanding that everyone who 
guesses the right word shall have an 
equal share in the total sum _ re- 
ceived.” 

It is this kind of thing that has 
been worked to death since, but it 
caught on then in an extraordinary 
fashion. The circulation jumped 
from a quarter of a million copies in 
a week to one million and a quarter. 
The pages had to be stereotyped and 
printed in half a dozen cities to keep 
up with the demand. The sales 
agents were fairly mobbed. In some 
cases single copies brought 25 w 50 
cents each. An enormous staff had 
to be added. Printers had to be 
paid overtime. Advertisement rates 
which were profitable at the normal 
circulation could not be made to go up 
with the increased expenses. By the 
time the paper had paid out nearly a 
million dollars in prizes it was discov- 
ered that the boom was bringing in a 
loss instead of profits, and it was 
probably a relief to Mr. Pearson 
when the courts stepped in at this 
time to decree that the whole thing 
was in the nature of a lottery. It 
was worthy of note that after the 
competition stopped the circulation of 
the paper dropped back to only what 
it would have been anyway at the 
normal rate of increase, while the 
competition cost the inventor some- 
thing like $30,000. 

Pearson’s Weekly proved itself a 
gold mine, however, and enabled its 
proprietér to start, one after another, 
the string of weeklies and monthlies 
he now owns. One or two of them 
proved to be failures, but most of 
them succeeded so well that four 
years ago Mr. Pearson was rich and 
powerful enough to venture on the 
most expensive game in the world— 
the establishment of a metropolitan 
daily. 

“The Daily Express didn’t pay. at 
first.” said Mr. Pearson. “It had a 
pretty bard fight, but it kept on grow- 
ing, so I kept on fighting, until! it be- 
came a success. My rule, if I find 
a thing does not grow, is to drop it 
at once. I would much rather have 
another dash at something else than 
keep on flogging a dead horse. if 
the public has fairly made up its mind 
it doesn’t want a paper, it’s no use 
trying to persuade it that it does. 
Wher a reader has made up his mind 
he doesn’t want a paper, there is noth- 
ing in the world so difficult as to get 
that reader back. I suppose, though, 
I have a sort of ider. what the pub- 
lic wants—maybe it is partly instinct 
and partly foresight.

| “I lead a very methodical iife, get- | sorbing 


ting up at 7 o'clock and going to bed 
at midnight, although on an average 
I was up till about 4 for a number of 
days after I first took over the Stand- 
ard.

Fortunate- 
ly, I can get over a column of type 
in half the time that would be taken 
by anyone else I have ever come 
across. I get through with the lot 
by a quarter to eight, and then I ex- 
ercise until half past, swinging my 
arms and legs about—all that sort of 
thing—good, hard work, getting up a 
good sweat.

That means that I 
have broken the back of the day’s 
routine, and am free to sort out the 
rest of the time according to circum- 
stances.

It is a light lunch, but I take 
my time over a cigar after it. I am 
perfectly certain that going directly 
back to work after lunch is the thing 
to kill you. : 

“Perhaps the hardest fight in my 
life now is to get rid of detail. I 
keep seeing things all the time that 
I fancy I can do better than the man 
who happens to be doing them, but 
once you succum>d to a temptation of 
that sort there are a thousand other 
temptations of the same kind, all 
equally strong, and your effectiveness 
is lost. | | 

“With every new venture, however, 
I go into details with a microscopic 
eye. Nothing is too small to master 
and rearrange until it is producing its 


‘utmost effectiveness. Then lerve it 


alone as much as you can. One of 
the great rules of business {s to for- 
get things and get someone else to re- 
member them for you. Here is Ba

minute I think of anything to be done, 
down it goes in this book and my 
mind is free of it. The first thing 
my personal secretary does when he 
comes to me is to say, ‘Notebook;’ 
then we vork off all the entries ac- 
cumulated. My secretary is my mem- 
ory to the greatest possible extent. 

“T save him in every possible way— 
even to the extent of figuring out that 
I save several hours out of each year 
by signing only my initials to all of 
the great numbers of business letters 
I dictate—excepting only those, of 
course, that are of ithportance. 

HIS LATEST PURCHASE. 

“This purchase of the Standard 
came about by a pure fluke. I just 
happened to hear by accident that 
the paper was for sale. Everybody 
in Fleet street knew that things were 
done here on a very lavish scale. So 
I wrote on the spot and told the own- 
ers of the Standard that if they real- 
ly wanted to sell I should like to hear 
about it: They said they did, and I 
told them I wanted answers to five 


questions. I wanted last year’s bal- 
ance sheet; the value of their free- 
hold and leasehoid premises: the 


price they paid for paper; the wages 
in their three mechanical depart- 
ments; and lastly, if it was true that 
the Morning and Evening Standard 
were produced in entirely different 
establishments, with entirely different 
apparatus. I had the answers in 
about an hour, and practically decided 
the thing in five minutes.” | 

“What was your idea in purchasing 
the Standard?” 

“It was such an interesting propo- 
sition. You see, here is a paper 
which has been, to begin with, a tre- 
mendous money-maker. The profits 
of the Standard used to be sometimes 
as much as $750,000 a year. For 
years the profiis were $625,000 a 
year. The paper possesses enormous 
influence. One can't think of any- 
thing in the world more attractive 
than not only keeping, but increasing, 
that influence—making the paper 
more of a power than ever it has been, 
and a bigger business than it ever 
was before.”
